We  are  pleased  to  present  this  Directory  of  Services  for  the  Blind  to 
consumers,  organizations  serving  special  populations,  and  interested 
individuals.  This  directory  has  been  compiled  jointly  by  the  Maryland  School 
for  the  Blind  and  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  the  Maryland 
State  Department  of  Education.  We  hope  it  will  become  a  valuable  resource  to 
blind  individuals,  their  friends  and  relatives,  professional  personnel,  and 
other  service  providers  in  locating  and  obtaining  desired  services  or 
information. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  helpful  suggestions  regarding  both  the  content 
and  format  of  this  directory  which  were  supplied  by  the  agencies  actually  listed 
in  the  document.  Likewise,  we  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  agencies 
and  organizations  such  as  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Employment  of  the 
Handicapped,  the  Division  of  Library  Development  and  Services,  the  Division  of 
Special  Education  of  the  Maryland  State  Department  of  Education,  and  staff 
members  of  both  the  Maryland  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation. 

The  Governor's  Office  for  Coordination  of  Services  to  the  Handicapped  in 
summarizing  a  review  of  state  services  to  the  blind  and  visually  iirpaired  of 
Maryland  noted  that  a  great  variety  of  services  are  available  to  blind 
individuals,  but  a  lack  of  a  centralized  source  of  information  about  such 
resources  has  limited  and  discouraged  use  of  these  services.  Hence,  the 
creation  of  a  directory  or  source  book  was  recommended  in  which  each  service 
area  could  be  listed  and  identified  with  the  agency  or  organization  providing 
that  particular  type  of  assistance. 

In  compiling  the  data  for  this  directory  a  conscious  effort  was  made  to 
reproduce  the  lists  of  services  provided  and  other  supporting  information 
exactly  as  it  was  reported  by  the  participating  agencies  and  organizations. 
However,  in  making  use  of  this  resource  book  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  no 
attempt  was  made  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  agency  service  or  to  verify 
reported  service.  Neither  was  it  possible  to  carry  out  on-site  visits  to 
service  providers  described  in  this  directory. 

While  we  believe  that  this  compilation  is  respresentative  of  those  agencies 
and  organizations  which  can  provide  meaningful  services  to  blind  and  visually 
impaired  Marylanders  the  directory  is  by  no  means  all  inclusive.  Since  it  is 
our  desire  to  continually  enhance  the  value  of  this  document  as  a  resource  for 
the  visually  impaired,  efforts  will  be  made  to  periodically  update  the 
directory.  We,  therefore,  invite  any  additional  agencies  or  organizations  which 
provide  service  to  this  disability  group  to  contact  us  should  they  wish  to  be 
included  in  the  directory  at  a  future  date,  or  to  regularly  report  changes  or 
modifications  to  included  listings. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  of  the  agencies  and  organizations 
who  have  chosen  to  participate  in  this  project.  Because  of  their  collective 
interest  and  cooperation,  it  has  been  possible  to  compile  a  service  directory 
which  we  believe  will  have  a  significant  impact  on  the  awareness  among  blind 
people  of  where  and  hew  to  obtain  the  types  of  information  and  services  which 
they  may  require. 
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since  it  will  be  beneficial  to  have  this  directory  as  widely  disseminated 
as  possible,  we  encourage  anyone  who  wishes  to  do  so  to  reproduce  the  document 
either  in  part  or  in  whole  in  order  to  enhance  its  distribution  among  the 
various  communities  throughout  the  state.

In  some 
cases  individuals  are  advised  of  specific 
information  or  certification  that  will  be  needed  in 
their  application.

Specific  names  of 
contact  people  are  not  provided  due  to  changes  which 
may  occur;  however,  specific  offices  or  departments 
are  provided.
